winter months, into operation. 
In many parts of town the weeds 
are allowed to

growth without being touched by the 
owner of the ground. 
A town ordi­ 
nance provides that after the health 
officer has issued public warning to 
the property owner and he does not 
comply with the order the weeds can 
be cut by order of the town marshal 
and the work charged to his taxes.

Another 
condition which makes this more de­ 
sirable for that kind of work is the 
lower temperature.

Propos ed to Teach Fores t Rangers 
Wireles s 
Code 
to 
Quick ly

Fire and Summon Help. 


Wireless telegraphy as a means of 
giving alarm in the event of fire is the 
plan advocated by timber cruisers in 
Spokane, Wash., to protect the forests 
in Washington, Idaho, Montana, Ne­ 
vada, California and British Columbia, 
which contain approximately 700,000,- 
000 acres of standing timber. 
Experi­ 
enced cruisers in Spokane believe this 
is the solution of a problem of scien­ 
tific fire fighting, which costs lumber 
companies and the United States for­ 
est service hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every y ear, in addition to the 
enormous expense involved in con­ 
structing and maintaining telephone 
and telegraph lines by the government. 
The plan outlined by R. H. Arm­ 
strong, an expert operator, is to estab­ 
lish a sy stem of wireless signal boxes 
and teach the forest rangers the code, 
so that at the first alarm they can lo­ 
cate the fire and summon assistance 
before the flames gain much headway . 
This would eliminate the danger of 
cutting off communication by fires de­ 
stroy ing the poles and trees falling 
across wires. 
Probably the most im­ 
portant thing is the saving of life. 
Every y ear since 1870 an average of 
fifty persons have been burned to death 
in the United States in forest fires, 
making a total of nearly 2,000 lives 
sacrificed to flames which might have 
been prevented. 
Armstrong maintains that the chief 
reason for the big conflagrations is 
after n small fire is discovered a long 
time elapses before the alarm can be 
sounded and aid summoned to fight 
the flames. Many of the large lumber 
concerns of the Pacific northwest have 
considered using telephone lines for 
connecting camps of forest rangers, 
but this was given up for the reason 
that the fires would burn the poles or 
the wind would blow them down so 
often that they would be useless most 
of the time. 
Then, too, it was found 
that in many timber tracts the coun­ 
try is so rugged and the standing tim­ 
ber so heavy it would be almost im­ 
possible to stretch a telephone line. 
However, the forest service has built 
hundreds of miles of telephone lines 
and cut trails through the big govern­ 
ment forests in Idaho. Washington, 
Montana and 
other western 
states 
where it also maintains patrols. These 
were found of good use during the 
fires in 19 07 and 19 08, but large areas 
were burned over as the result of the 
fires gaining great headway before 
they could be located by range riders. 
One thousand acres of virgin timber 
in western Washington were destroy ed 
last y ear, when the season was a com­ 
paratively light one for fire losses, and 
the losses in eastern Oregon, northern 
Idaho, western Montana, northeastern 
Washington, California and southeast­ 
ern British Columbia were also heavy. 
This enormous loss of property and 
^sometimes the lives of homesteaders 
can be prevented to a large extent, it 
is believed, by the employ ment of the 
wireless telegraph for reporting fires 
as soon as they start and calling for 
assistance from all sides. 
There are mo^e than 550,000.000 
acres of standing timber in Washing­ 
ton, Idaho, Oregon, California, Nevada 
and Montana and about 150,000.000 
acres in British Columbia. 
Of the 
timber lands in the six western states 
about 440,000,000 acres are owned by 
private corporations and Individuals, 
who maintain expensive organizations 
to protect them. 
The problem of forest protection is 
one of vital interest to the western 
lumbermen, as well as those who are 
only Indirectly connected with the in­ 
dustry . 
The chief pay roll of the Pa­ 
cific and northwestern states comes 
from lumbering, as is evidenced by the 
fact that $75,000,000 Is paid in wages 
annually in the mills, y ards and camps 
in Washington, which give employ ­ 
ment to from 175,000 to 19 0,000 men, 
while the lumber concerns in Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana and California pay as 
much more. 
Experienced 
lumbermen say 
that 
more timber Is destroy ed annually by 
fires than i3 cut and add if some ade­ 
quate protection could be devised the 
standing timber 
in 
the 
northwest 
would last for centuries. 
Most of the big tracts are situated 
far from the centers of population, and 
communication between these distant 
points, except along railroads, cannot 
be had quickly, owing to the rugged­ 
ness of the country . Many forest own­ 
ers believe the subtsitution of the 
wireless telegraph will be the means 
of averting at least part of the heavy 
losses that follow in the flames started 
through carelessness and neglect every 
summer.

What Kansas Penitentiary Pris­ 
oners Must Do to Get Out. 


AGREE TO ATTEND CHURCH. 


AI*o 
Pray er 
Meeting 
and 
Sunday 
Scho o l Once 
Each 
Week— Require­ 
ment the Idea o f Go v erno r Stubbs. 
Change 
In To ne o f Appeals Fro m 
Co nv icts. 


Gov ernor Stu bbs of Kansas has es­ 
tablished a new requ irement in the 
paroling and pard oning of prisoners 
in the state penitentiary . 
Hereafter 
when a conv ict Is liberated on parole 
or by absolu te pard on he mu st stipu ­ 
late in writing that he will regu larly 
attend chu rch. Su nd ay school and 
prajrtT meeting once each week. 
If 
the prisoner is pard oned the gov ernor 
will hav e no recou rse if the agreement 
is v iolated , bu t a paroled prisoner 
cou ld be retu rned to the penitentiary . 
The parole law of Kansas prov id es 
that a conv ict mu st agree to keep 
away from bad associates, seek em­ 
ploy ment and le\*d a moral life. 
*‘I hav e ad d ed chu rch going and 
Su nd ay school serv ice to the list.” 
Gov ernor Stu bbs said , “becau se it is 
the kind of influ ence which ou ght to 
su rrou nd ev ery man or woman who 
comes ou t of a state penitentiary . 
I 
shall insist u pon this agreement from 
ev ery prisoner paroled , no matter how* 
ex emplary has been his cond u ct in the 
^penitentiary .” 
* 
Gov ernor Stu bbs d oes not believ e 
mu ch in the innocence of men or wom­ 
en who get into the penitentiaries of 
the cou ntry . He entertaiu s high opin­ 
ions of cou rts and ju ries that try and 
conv ict them, and he d oes not believ e 
a gov ernor shou ld set asid e their ju d g-' 
ments. 
The gov ernor's attitu d e has become 
known in the state penitentiary , and 
the letters which are being receiv ed 
at the ex ecu tiv e office in Topeka from 
conv icts are of a d ifferent tenor from 
those that came d u ring the late Hoch 
ad ministration. Gov ernor Stu bbs mu st 
also be conv inced that a man is peni­ 
tent before he will grant a parole or 
pard on, ev en if the ju d ge, the ju ry and 
the prosecu ting attorney who conv ict­ 
ed him petition for the man’s release. 
He say s penitence is one of the world 's 
greatest v irtu es. 
In the 
Kansas institu tion, 
when* 
more than 1.000 prisoners are incar­ 
cerated . he say s there are many who 
are contrite and penitent and who 
wou ld make good and u sefu l citizens if 
released . These are the men who will 
receiv e fav ors from Gov ernor Stu bbs, 
bu t those who write telling of their 
innocence d o not receiv e mu ch con­ 
sid eration u nless they possess the pen­ 
itent spirit. 
Gov ernor Stu bbs wond ers if his ex ­ 
perience is similar to that of other 
ex ecu tiv es throu ghou t the cou ntry . 
If 
he were to believ e all the letters writ­ 
ten to him by conv icts not less than 
8 0 per cent of the men in the peni­ 
tentiary are absolu tely innocent, and 
the other 10 per cent are only partially 
gu ilty . 
Occasionally the gov ernor receiv es a 
letter from a conv ict who d oesn't pre­ 
tend to be innocent. One of this kind 
which came in the mails a few d ay s 
ago contained a sharp fling at former 
Gov ernor Hoch. who. it has been re­ 
ported . pard oned the mu rd erer Arnold 
becau se be wrote a sentimental poem. 
The conv ict’s name is withheld by 
Gov ernor Stu bbs, bu t his letter fol­ 
lows: 
Ju d ging from what 1 hav e read , from 
conv ersations held with inm ates of this 
penitentiary . 1 hav e arriv ed at the con­ 
clu sion that I am the only gu ilty scamp 
in this place. 
1 can’t plead innocence, I 
can’t w rite a classical poem, and I hav e 
no “flowers blooming in the conserv atory 
of my sou l.’’ 
You hav e no id ea how lone­ 
some this leav es me. B etter kick me ou t 
of here lest 1 corru pt the morals of this 
Institu tion. 
This letter is written in a remark 
ably fine hand . Whiie the letter is re­ 
freshing in that it is d ifferent from 
hu nd red s of others receiv ed from the 
same institu tion, it is likely that before 
he grants au v fav ors to ihis conv ict 
the gov ernor will recommend that he 
begin the cu ltiv ation of "flowers in 
the conserv atory of his sou l.” 
T’u is 
ex pressiou has been u sed in jest many 
times since it was first u ttered by 
former Gov ernor llocb before the grad ­ 
u ating classes of the State u niv ersity , 
bu t Gov ernor Stu bbs believ es in the 
id ea it conv ey s 
Ord inarily the conv icts write that 
their morals, which were good when 
they went into the penitentiary , are 
being corru pted by the many criminals 
arou nd them and that they want to 
get ou t where they can lead u sefu l 
liv es. 
Some of these who hav e heard 
of Gov ernor Stu bbs’ requ irement as 
to chu rch going hav e written him that 
they d esire to Le released so that they 
may hav e the ad v antages of chu rch 
and Su nd ay school work, to which 
they offer to d ev ote the remaind er of 
their liv es. 
One of these offered to 
join any chu rch the gov ernor wou ld 
su ggest. The ex ecu tiv e is an old fash­ 
ioned Qu aker, bu t he will not u se his 
power in behalf of that sect. 
The first parole to contain the new 
chu rch going cond ition was issu ed re­ 
cently . 
Charles Glass was serv ing a 
sentence for robbing a schoolhou se 
Id 
Stafford cou nty . His father d ied , and 
the friend s of the family asked Gov ­ 
ernor Stu bbs by wire to parole him 
so he cou ld attend the fu neral. 
The 
gov ernor granted the parole, bu t not 
u ntil he had conferred with the ward en 
by long d istance telephone and learned 
th a t G lass had earned his release by 
good 
behav ior.—Topeka (Kan.) Cor. 
New York Su n. 


PERIL IN MISSION’S SYSTEM. 


Elsie Sigel Tragedy Attributed to Prac­ 
tice o f Our Girls Teaching Chinese. 
Declaring that the sy stem of mis­ 
sions in New York’s Chinatown in 
hav ing American girls teach Chinese 
men is d irectly responsible for the 
d eath of Elsie Sigel. grand d au ghter of 
General Franz Sigel, whose bod y was 
recently fou nd in the room of William 
Leon. Miss Helen F. Clark, d irector of 
the Helen F. Clark mission in New 
York, one of the lead ing missionaries 
in the metropolis, d enou nced the plan 
as a sou rce of moral corru ption both 
to the Chinese and to many of the 
y ou ng women who teach them. 
Miss 
Clark has an intimate knowled ge of 
cond itions among the Chinese. 
“Imagine ou r You ng Women’s Chris­ 
tian association fitted ou t with a corps 
of y ou ng and , for the most part, at­ 
tractiv e girls as teachers.” said she. 
“with a teacher to each pu pil, for the 
pu rpose of teaching some special su b­ 
ject like English. Imagine a d aily and 
intimate association su ch as that sy s­ 
tem wou ld lead to going on for month 
after month and ev en y ear after y ear 
and imagine the repu tation the asso­ 
ciation wou ld hav e in a short time 
u nd er those cond itions. 
The case in 
ou r Chinese missions, with their large 
majority of women teachers, is sim­ 
ilar, ex cept that it is rend ered infinite­ 
ly worse and more d angerou s on ac­ 
cou nt of the trad itional id eas, a hu n­ 
d red generations old , held by the Chi­ 
nese regard ing women. 
“In China any social intercou rse be­ 
tween the sex es is a thing u nheard of. 
Take a j’ou ng Chinese and su d d enly 
throw' him into d aily and intimate con­ 
tact with an attractiv e American girl 
and consid er the effect, as I hav e d one 
to my sorrow for many y ears. 
The 
Chinese rev erence learning, and in 
point of ed u cation most of them are 
mere child ren besid e ou r girls. 
As 
soon as the first shock of being allowed 
to so mu ch as speak to a woman is 
ov er they awaken to another concep­ 
tion of women, and they almost fall 
d own and worship those girls as su ­ 
perior beings. 
There follows the ap­ 
parently harmless flirtation, the jilting 
of the man or the possible lowering of 
his conception of American women by 
some ind iscretion on the part of the 
girl or. as happens in more cases than 
I care to think of, some terrible trag­ 
ed y . of w'hich the d eath of Elsie Sigel 
is an ex ample. 
“I believ e that the d eath of Elsie 
Sigel was one of those resu lts. 
The 
organizations that allow this thing to 
go on and the parents who allow their 
d au ghters to be d rawn into this ter­ 
rible net of temptation are the ones 
who are to blame for the scores of 
heartbreaking traged ies of which I 
hav e been the witness and the nu mber 
of which is d aily growing. To me one 
of the most shocking of all the d e­ 
v elopments of this recent traged y was 
the find ing of those hu nd red s of com­ 
promising letters written to Leon by 
white girls from all ov er the cou ntry . 
If any thing cou ld show the resu lts of 
this perniciou s ey stera, that fact d oes 
It with terrible clearness. 
The time 
has come when something shou ld be 
d one.”

Vessel With Many Innovations. 


THE THIRD LARGEST AFLOAT. 


ELEVATORS ON BATTLESHIPS. 


Officers o n 
New Vessels Will Thus 
Av o id Delay s Between Decks. 
United States battleships are to be 
equ ipped hereafter with passenger ele­ 
v ators for the conv enience of the offi­ 
cers. The new v essels now bu ild ing— 
the Florid a, Utah, North Dakota and 
Delaware—each will hav e three au to­ 
matic electric cars capable of lifting 
600 pou nd s apiece. 
They are being installed between the 
lower hanging grating in the fire room 
and the gu n d eck, and it is estimated 
they will make the trip in abou t fif­ 
teen second s. They are to be operated 
by a sy stem of pu sh bu ttons. It is be­ 
liev ed that the innov ation will be 
fou nd of great ad v antage In making 
the gu n d eck more qu ickly accessible 
to officers who bav e gone below in per­ 
formance of their d u ties.

An Ind ian fu neral on Lake Michigan 
the other d ay in which power lau nches 
were su bstitu ted for canoes marked a 
striking d epartu re from the cu stoms of 
Michigan’s legend ary literatu re, say ?

Dowu to the present time Ind ians of 
this region hav e clu ng tenaciou sly to 
the canoe of the Hiawatha period .

New No rth German Llo y d Liner Hae 
Thirty -o ne Cabins With Baths A t­ 
tached—Sty le o f Deco ratio n Simple, 
but Elegant—Sev eral Safety Dev ices 
installed. 


The new North German Lloy d liner 
George Washington, which recently ar­ 
riv ed at New York on her maid en v oy ­ 
age from Bremen.^io ad d ition to being 
the largest German ship and the third 
largest v essel afloat. Is d ifferent in 
ev ery way in her interior d ecorations 
from any liner that has ev er been in 
New York. 
The roominess of the 
cabins and saloons harmonizes with 
the colonial sty le of the d ecorations. 
The d ining saloon, which has a seat­ 
ing capacity of 3 5 0 persons, is d ec­ 
orated in white and gold , with red 
morocco chairs and a gild ed d ome, 
while the sid es are ad orned with floral 
d esigns on a blu e backgrou nd . 
Each 
table has been arranged to seat from 
two to six persons, and the chairs are 
roomy and mov able. On either sid e of 
the saloon there are a nu mber of white 
painted colonial pillars that giv e it 
more the appearance of a sou thern 
hotel d iDing room rather than that of 
a saloon of an Atantic liner. 
A cold 
bu ffet at one end is another of the 
nu merou s innov ations on board . 
One of the most attractiv e parts of 
the first cabin accommod ation is the 
smoking room, which is d iv id ed in two 
sections, u pper and lower, which are 
connected by a broad staircase. A fu ll 
length oil painting of George Washing­ 
ton occu pies the center of the u pper 
smoking room, which lead s ou t to the 
open cafe on the awning d eck. 
This 
cafe is equ ipped with small tables and 
chairs for passengers to take their 
after d inner coffee. 
The gy mnasiu m 
is on the same d eck. 
Forward on the 
su n d eck is the solariu m, a lu x u riou s 
lou nge sev enty feet long by fifty feet 
wid e, d ecorated with green and gold 
tapestry and palms and flowers of all 
kind s, which hav e a cool and refresh­ 
ing effect to the ey e. 
Perfect in its beau ty , the great read ­ 
ing room represents to a nicety the 
thou ghtfu l creation of Professor Bru no 
Pau l. 
It is located on the u tter prom­ 
enad e d eck, which is entirely giv en 
ov er to the pu Vic assembly rooms ex ­ 
cept for a few cabins of the first class. 
The read ing room is in su bd u ed tones, 
withou t ex ternal ornamentation, giv ­ 
ing an air of d istingu ished restfu lness. 
By reason of its simplicity the id ea of 
spaciou sness is mu ch enhanced . 
An 
Ingeniou s arrau gement of the fu rni­ 
tu re ad d s to the architectu ral effect. 
The bookcases ate let into the walls 
between the permanently fix ed writ­ 
ing tables, u tilizing ev ery nook and 
corner to the best ad v antage. 
For those who wish the v ery acme 
I of lu x u ry while trav eling are two im­ 
perial su ites, as they are technically 
{ known. 
These consist of d rawing 
room, breakfast and d ining room, bed ­ 
room fitted with brass bed s and bath, 
together with all toilet accessories. 
There are thirty -one cabins with 
baths attached , and all the saloons and 
d eck cabins bav e beeD fitted with large 
wind ows. 
The loftiness of the liner 
between d ecks and the large electric 
fans in all the saloons combine to keep 
the ship well v entilated . 
Nearly all of the first cabin rooms 
are so high abov e the water line that 
the wind ows ropy be left open ev en 
in the rou ghest weather, insu ring an 
abu nd ance of fresh air and light. 
The v essel is d iv id ed into thirteen 
water tight compartments, and two 
stairway s ore prov id ed for ev ery com­ 
partment below the saloon d eck, so 
that all water tight d oors can be closed 
d u ring a fog withou t cu tting off com­ 
mu nication with the other parts of the 
ship. 
The second and third class and steer­ 
age accommod ations on the George 
Washington hav e been fitted ou t In 
the same comfortable manner as the 
first cabin, accord ing to the respectiv e 
classes. The liner lias a second crow’s 
nest su spend ed from the crosstrees on 
the foremast so that the lookou t man 
will feel the ice iD a fog off the banks 
of Newfou nd land qu icker than the 
man below in the crow’s nest by the 
foretop. 
The George Washington was bu ilt at 
the y ard s of the Stettlner Vu lcan com­ 
pany in Bremen. 
Her d imensions are: 
Length 72*2 feet 5 inches, beam 78 feet, 
d epth from awning d eck 8 0 feet, speed 
18 .5 knots, d isplacement at thtriy -three 
feet d raft 3 7.000 tons, gross registered 
tonnage 2 7,000. horsepower 2 0.000 and 
cargo capacity 13,000 tons. 
The liner has sev en d ecks and is 
equ ipped with Marconi wireless appa­ 
ratu s. su bmarine signaling. Stone-Lloy d 
for closing tin* water tight bu lkhead 
d oors. 
This d ev i. 
enables the d oors 
to be closed by the simple tu rning of a 
wheel on the brid ge d eck. Those d oors 
may be closed ::: d ihe ship practically 
hermetically sealed within fifteen sec­ 
ond s. Another saft .—ard is a bell sy s­ 
tem for fire e*:ti:*:r:tls,’fng pu rposes. 
Some of 
rh» innov ations of the 
George Washington are the elimina­ 
tion In 
onl.lns of tin* first class of 
u pper berths. « h:’f,ir“n’s pity room, tw» 
electrically worked elev ators for pas­ 
sengers. oomplete electrical equ ipment, 
v ery wid e fieri as. liot and cold fresh 
and salt 
water, 
ru nning water In 
rooms, d ark room for the u s*» of ama­ 
teu r photographers and on the boat 
d eck are twenty specially constru cted 
d og kennels. In charge of a competent 
kennel master, where the pets of pas­ 
sengers may be placed d u ring the trip 
and receiv e the best of care.
